You enter 
the Wood and on the Left is a little thatch'd Houſe ;

St. AUGUSTINE's CAVE, 


WHICH is a Building of Roots of Trees and Moſs : 
Here you loſe all the Sight of the Gardens, and of all 
its Beauties; which are intercepted by Trees, Hedges, 
and a great Number of Shrubs. This is very artfully 
contrived; in the ſame manner as Shades in à Picture, 


or Pauſes in Muſic. In this Cave are a Straw Couch, 


a Wooden Chair, with three Windows or Holes, over 
which are Three Inſcriptions in Montiſb Latin Verſe.

The TEMPIE of BACCHUS. 


LEAvinNG this Place, you approach a Building of a 
quite different Nature, called, The Temple of Bacchus, 
built of Brick but painted White and ſurrounded with 
Statues : Here one ſeldom milles ſitting down a while, 
either to fetch a little Breath, or to admire the Painting. 
On the Walls you fee the Triumphs of Drunkennets 
and Jollity ; and, on the Ceiling, the God BAcchus, 
of an enormous Size, by NoLLIKINs. From this 
Structure, there is a delightful Proſpect of the Lake, 
Vzsxvs's Temple, the Rotunda with it's Sanal; and 
on the Right the Belvidere, and a diſtant Proſpect to- 
wards AYLESBURY and WEN DOVER Hills, with a 
great Variety of beautiful Objects; and all, ſo happily 


diſpoſed, make a moſt delightſul Picture. Theſe I recs | 


give an agreeable cool Air, and make it, I think, as 
elegant a Retreat for the Enjoyment of a Summer's 
Evening, as can well be imagin'd.

Tae firſt Thing that ftrikes you here, is NELSON's 


Seat. This is a {mall, but handiome oblong ſquare 


Receſs, in a Clump of Ever-greens; and is a wetl- 
painted Structure to the North-weſt of the Manſion- 
Lioule, 
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Houſe, from whence there is an open Proſpect ; and in 
it are the following Inſcriptions, deſcribing thePaintings.

the Gardens at ST O W. 13 
Tux Eye, after being confined in the Wood, break- 


ing at once out of it, we are agreeably ſurprized with a 
fine open Country on the North : On the South, the 
' Rotunda appears: On the Weſt, the Boycoat Buildings: 
On the Eaſt, the Equeſtrian Statue (at the Head of the 
Canal) of the late King; which ſtands in the Back 
Front of/the Houſe, with this Inſcription :

Nor far from hence a majeſtic Edifice rifes, called, 
The Rotunde : There is not a Piece of Stone-work in 
the whole Garden that makes a more beautiful Figure 
than this, in point of Perſpective; it is an airy Build 
ing, by Sir JohN V anBRUGH. The Dome is ſup- 
ported on Ten Jonic Columns; and, in the Centre, 
ſtanding on a circular Pedeſtal, is a Venus a Medicts : It 


ſtands on a gentle Riſe, and a beautiful View of the 


ueen's Theatre, -NELs0N's Seat, and its fine Canal, 


the Belvidere, Pyramid, and firſt Proſpect of the Lake. 


"The late QUEEN'S STATUE. 


From this Place we havea View of Part of the Lake, 


2 the great Lawn, and ſeveral other Buildings, preſenting 


themſelves alternately as we turn ourſelves round: On 
ong Side you have an Opening, laid out with all the Em- 
belliſhments of Art; on the other, a ſpacious Theatre: 
Here you behold an Area, watered by a clear Canal], 
where wantonly ſport a vaſt Number of Swans, Wild- 
ducks, and Peacocks, &c, Her late Majeſty's is the 


principal Figure in the Scene, with this Inſcription : 


Hmori, Laudi, Virtuti Dive CAROLINE. 
To the Honour, Praiſe, and Virtue of the Divine 
CAROLINE, | 


AND around her a merry Company of Nymphs and 
dvains, 
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Swains, enjoying themſelves in the Shade. This is 
abſolutely à moſt charming Proſpect. And then, on 
the oppoſite Side, what a beautiful Contraſt ! for which 
we are almoſt ſolely obliged to Nature. The Lawn is 
formed by that Semicircle of Trees in a very grand 
Theatre. The Point of Sight is centred in a beauti- 
ful manner by the Pyramid, which appears to great 
Advantage amongſt thoſe venerable Oaks; two or 
three other Buildings half hid amongſt the Trees, 
which come in for a Share in the Proſpect, and add 
much to the Beauty of it. Nor do I think this other 
View inferior to it: That Variety of Shades among the 
Trees; the Lake ſpread fo elegantly amongſt them, and 
gittering here and there N the Buſhes; with the 

emple of VENVUs, as a Termination to the View. 


Here is a Viſto likewiſe, very happily terminated by 


the Canal. There is another cloſe View likewiſe, to- 
ward's NELsoN's Seat. In ſhort, here is a Variety of 
very elegant Proſpects, centred in this Point, which 
make up ſome very beautiful Landſcapes. And, at 
ſome Diſtance thence, the Temple of Sleep unlocks its 
Gates, to draw you, as it were, from too great a Rap- 
ture of Admiration, and to afford you an Opportunity 
of recruiting your exhauſted Spirits, in order to be bet- 
ter able to examine, with Care, the remaining Beautics 
of theſe inchanted Habitations. 


The SLEEPING PARLOUR.

Tris Temple is ſituated at the Bottom of a lovely 
Receſs, contrived with all imaginable Art, in the Mid- 
dle of a cool dark Grove; far from all Noiſe, and 
breathing, as it were, Tranquillity and Repoſe. Six 
Walks centre in this Building, which is of Free- ſtone; 
and contains only a middling Hall, here commodious 
Canopies invite you to ſleep; and the Walls are adorn- 
ed with moſt charming Freſco's of the Cz$ars Heads, 
with ſeveral Feſtons of Fruit and Flowers. On the 
Friſe is this Inſcription,

I mysT confeſs, that I think Ovip himſelf could 
ſcarce have buried the ſenſeleſs God in an happier Re- 
tirement. This gloomy Darkneſs, theſe eaſy Couches, 
and that excellent Epicurean Argument above the Door, 
would incline me wonderfully to indulge a little, if 
theſe beautiful Ornaments did not keep my Attention 
awake : But there wants a putling Stream, to fing a 
Requiem tothe Senſes; though the Want is in ſome 
meaſure made up by the drowſy Lullabies of that mur- 
muring Swarm, which this Shade has invited to wanton 
beneath it; and, I muſt own, Sleeping is a Compli- 
ment as much due to this Place, as Admiration and 
Attention are to RAPHAEL, at Hampton-Court. 


The W1TCH-HOUSE. 


LEeAvinG this Place, and croſſing the Avenue from 
the Pavilions before-mentioned, we come to the Hitch. * 
Houſe ; which I look upon as a great Maſter-piece. 
You muſt know, that this Houſe is inhabited by a Ne- 
cromancer ; and that Inſcription lets you know the 
Hand that has been employed to paint it. The Paint- 
ings are copied from the famous GILLoT's Prints, call- 
ed His Dreams. But here, the Compſition, Draw- 
ing, and Pencilling, I muſt allow you, are not the moſt 
elegant; but if the Deſign and Figures were the Artiſts 

own (for they ſhew excellent Humour, and exceeding 
good Invention,) that Conſultation is well imagined ; 
and ſo are theſe Witches and Wizard's, their Employ- 
ments likewiſe, their Form and Attitudes, are well va- 
ried : They are all painted by the late Lord's Gentle- 
man, and the Devices are alluding to the Name. This 
is a ſmall Brick Houſe, conſecrated to Magic, Witch- 
craft, and Aſtrology. Care has been alſo taken to place 
in ſome Part of the Cave the 1 * Tripod of the 
Sibyl. Not far from hence, is a ouſe that formerly 
Ei | belonged 
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belonged to the Vicar Cons Ranp, by naw taken in 
the Gardens; near the Houſe ar? placed on Pedeſtals, 
APOLLO and the Nine uſes, round the Spring of He- 
licon. And now we proceed to the Elyſmn Fields; and 
here we have a View of a fine antique Building, call'd,

The TEMPLE of ANTIENT VIRTUE. 


In this Rotunda, of the Ionic Order, done by KEN, 
will find it a very illuſtrious Tr. of great. 
en; the wiſeſt Lawgiver, the beſt Philoſopher, the 
moſt divine Poet, and the moſt able Captain, that per- 
haps ever lived. I fanty you will hardly diſſent from 


me, when I tell you theſe Heroes Names: There ſtands 


LycuRGvus ; there, SHERATEs ; there, Homer ; and 
there, EPaMINoNnDAs. - Illuftrious Chiefs, who made 
Virtue their only Purſuit, and the Welfare of Mankind 
their mw Study; in whoſe Breaſts, mean Self-Intereſt 
had no Poſſeſſion. To eſtabliſh a well-regulated Con- 
ſtitution, to dictate the ſoundeſt Morality, to place Vir- 
tue in the moſt amiable Light, and bravely to defend a 


Peoples Liberty; were Ends, which neither the Diffi- 


culty in overcoming the Prejudices, and taming the ſa- 

vage Manners, of a barbarous State; the Corruptions 
of a licentious Age, and the ill Uſage of an invidious 
2 netther the vaſt Pains of ſearching into Nature, 
vying up a Stock of Knowledge ſuffictent to pro- 
duce the noble Work of Art; not popular Tumults at 
Rome, and the moſt threatening Dangers abroad, could 
ever teinpt them to loſe Sight of, or in the leaſt abate 
that Ardency of Temper, with which they purſued 


them. This is an excellent Chace; for it would be 


difficult to trace, through all Antiquity, Perſons more 


eminent in the abovementioned Qualities, than theſe

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ABoyE all, Things cultivate an honeſt Diſpaſition, 
and the benevolent, ſocial, Affections ; which, confined 
within the ſmall Circle of our Friends and Relations, 
are indeed highly laudable; but can then only be called 
truly virtuous and exalted, when they extend themſelves 
wide enough to take in every Individual of the Societ 
we 'are — of, A Life fo regulated, is the di- 
rect Road to the Regions of Happineſs, and to the illuſ- 
trious Aſſembly of thoſe, who have thus benefited Man- 
kind before us. | | 

IT is pleaſing here to obſerve, that the Stone Steps 
which lead to the Temple Gate, as likewiſe the Gate 
itſelf, are very narrow; doutleſs, to inſinuate the Dif- 
ficulty of the Entrance, Another Thing very obſerv- 
able near this Temple, is, a Heap of artificial Ruins; 
which forms an admirable Contraſt with this fine Build- 
ing, The Explanation of the Enigma is this: This, 
Temple repreſents the flouriſhing State of Antient Vir- 
tue, which nothing has been able to impair or deſtroy ; 
and which bravely defies the Power of Time. Theſe. 
Ruins, and the old Statue juſt cloſe to them, are intend- 
ed to ſhew us the ſhattered State of Modern Virtue; 
which, as early almoſt as its Birth, becomes withered 
and decrepit, Hence this fine Moral may be drawn, 
That Glory, founded on true Merit, is Cola and laſt. 
ing; while a Reputation, built on the empty Applauſes 
of the Multitude, ſoon fades away, This is really a 
Juſt and ingenious Thought. From this Spot we have 
no diſtant Proſpect; but, notwithſtanding that, it 
abounds with laſting Beauties: It is really placed in a 
Sort of Paradiſe ; and Things riſing adequate to that 
Name, you ſee Friendſhip fouriſhing in immortal 
Youth : Here are ſweet purling Streams, reſembling 
the melodious Sounds of Birds. We are now not far 


from the Pariſh-Church, which is ſo cloſely ſurrounded 
with a Wood, as not to be ſeen, From hence you 


come to the Side of a River, where 
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Unpoliſh'd Nature cannot boaſt a Part : 
For Chance too regular, too rude for Art.

River: At the Gade of which sz:

HERE you are preſented with an illuſtrious Set of 
the — Wits, — and Heroes, that are to be 
met with in qur Chronicles. This is an Edifice of a 
very ſingular Taſte, without Roof or Gate, built in the 
Shape of a Quadrant: But when. you view thoſe 
uſtoes, or that awful Aflembly, is not your Breaſt 
armed by a Vanity of grand Ideas, which this Sight 
muſt give Birth to? There you have a View of the 
calm Philoſopher, who ſought Virtue in her. Retire- 
ment, and benefited Mankind by thought and Medi- 
tatian. Some took the human Mind for their Theme; 
examined the various Powers it is endowed with ; and 
ve us to #now ourſelves : Others took Nature for their 
bject, looked through all her Works, and inlarged 
our Notions of a God: While others, warmly with a 
generous Reſentment againſt Vice and Folly, made 
orality their Care. Fo the cool Reaſoner, ſerious

The moſt taking with every-body, is the Grotto, Ly 
Imagine * ſee a ſmall Edifice built with Shells of Mo- 11 
ther- of- Pearl ranged with infinite Art, and with the Pa- 4 
tience of PENELOPE. The Inſide conſiſts of one Hall, | | 
and two Cloſets, adorned in the molt ſurpriſing Man- 1

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ner ; and, at the ſame Time, in the moſt charming 
Taſte. The whole Place is full of Mirrors ſet in Mo- 
ther-of-Pearl ; by which the Proſpects of the Gardens, 
and of your own Perſon, are infinitely multiplied. The 
Place ſeems divided into a thouſand beautiful Apart- 
ments; and appears fiſty Times as large as it is, And 
the Sides of the Room are elegantly adorn'd with Land- 
ſcapes, beyond the Pencil of TIA ; with this Ad- 
vantage, that every View, as you change your Situati- 
on, varies itſelf into another Form, and preſents you 
with ſomething new, On each Side of this Grotto 
there is a Temple, ſupported one by four wreathed, 
and the other by four ſtrait Pillars; all compoſed, as 
well as their Domes, of Shells of Mother-of-Pearl of 
every Size and Colour, and with Pebbles and Flints 
broken to Pieces, which has a fine Effect. In the 
Centre within the Grotto is a Marble Statue of Venus, 
on a Pedeſtal. In the ſame Taſte, in the Centre of 
the two other Pavilions, are hugging Cupids on Pedeſ- 
tals. Before and between them is a roundiſh tranſpa- 
rent Pond, with gilded Carp, or China Fiſh ; which 
you command with your Eye at any Part of the Baſon, 
and give a great Addition to the Beauty of the Place,

LEAVING this incomparable ſweet Place with great 


Regret, as every one who ſees it muſt, we come to a 
Gothic Building, called 


The TEMPLE of LIBERTY. 
Libertati Majorum 
To the Liberty of our Anceſtors, 


IT is an Imitation of a large antique Building of 
Iron-itune, finely mimic'd, Seventy Fect high, on the 
Summit oi an Hill. It is impoſſible to make a better 
Imitation of the antient Taſte of Architecture. This 
is a Kind of Caſtle, ſcveral Stories high, which com- 


mands the whole Garden: One can never be tired 


with behoiding fo vaſt and ſo pleaſing a Variety of Ob- 
jects. Fne Windows are adorned with curious Paint- 
ings upon Glaſs in the antique Taſte, and beautifully 
performed: On the Inſide of the Dome are the Arms 
of this Family, from the Beginning to this preſent 
Time; round it are placed on Pedeſtals eight Statues 
repreſenting the old Saxon Deities ; and theſe ſegm quite 
antique, though they are intirely modern. Here we 
have a boundlels Proſpect round the Building, out of 
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the Turrets; and on the Ground likewiſe. From hence 
we deſcend a fine Hill, and on our Left-hand lee a 
Plantation of Ever-greens ; on our Right, the well- 
deſigned Walks and Groves, From thence you per- 
ceive to the Right a large Piece of Ground, which my 
Lord deſigns for new Improvements ; and, on which, 
he has ſeveral Men at Work : But, as I do not know 
his Plan, I can ſay nothing to you upon that Subject. 
Certain, however, it is, that to form a Judgment by the 


- Proofs he has already given of his Taſte and Magnifi- 


+ cence, thoſe new Embelliſhments cannot but be of the 


ſame Stamp. But, to return to our Gothic Caſtle 
within, you ſee the moſt beautiful Ornament; and 
there is an extraordinary Pleaſure in this antique Sim- 
plicity. The whole Edifice ſeems old, and is as un- 
finiſhed : In this a great deal of Art is diſcovered. From 
thence you go down Hill, and have a beautiful Proſpect 
to the Right to the Entrance of the Garden, and of all 
the Rivers joining and forming ſeveral Shelves of Land, 
till you come to 


The PALLADIAN Bxripce. 


Tuls is a very handſome Bridge over one of the 
Rivers: The Roof on the Side facing the Water is 
ſupported by Tonic Columns; the Back of it by an 
Alto-Relievo of the Four Quarters of the World (finely 
carved by SCHEMAKER.) This Bridge has a moſt de- 
lightful Effect, when beheld from many different Parts 
of this magnificent Garden: It is a vaulted Fabric, 
where you ſee the difterent Parts of the World bringing 
their ſeveral Products to Brx1irANNIA, to whom they 
ſcein to pay Homage. A great many of theſe Figures 
are extremely ſtriking. There is fo much Art required, 
and ſo much Difficulty attends doing any thing in this 
Way, as it ought to be, that when ve do mcet with a 
good Piece of Workmanſhip of this Kind, it affords us 
an extreme Pleaſure, you go ſtrait on and come to

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pear to the Garden. This is a Structure of a noble 
Taſte, and very elegantly adorned. It is full of illuſ- 
trious Buſts, but not one Monarch amongſt them; per- 
haps to hint, that this Set of Men do not ſeem to be 
formed to love, and much leſs to be loved: Be that as 
it will, I was highly pleaſed to find ſuch Company. 
For round the Room are placed Ten Pedeſtals, the 
Buſts of the late Lord, and Nine of his ſelect Friends 
vix. the late Prince of WALES.— Earls of WESTMOR- 
LAND, CHESTERFIELD, and MARCHMONT. Lords 
Copnam, GowER, and BaTHURsT.—T his preſent 
Earl, RicHARD GREN VILLE, WILLIAM PiIrT, and 
GRORGELyTTELTON, Eſqrs. This is elegant, 1 muſt 
confeſs; theſe Buſts are all well done, and ſome of 
them fine, by RySBRACK; and I am extremely taken 
likewiſe with the Painting, which is by SLATER: That 
Emblem of Friendſhip above the Door, thoſe of Juſ- 
tice and Liberty ; and thoſe other Ornaments upon 
the Walls, are well touch'd ; and that Emblematic 


Painting on the Cieling. There, you ſee,- fits BRi- 


TANNIA : Upon one Side is held the Glory of her An- 
nals on Cartoons, whereon theſe Words are written, 
The Reigns of Queen ELIZABETH and EDWARD III. 
and on the other is offered the Reign of „which 
ſhe frowns upon, and puts by. The Name is artfully 
covered with BRITANNIA's Hand; but it is an eaſy 
Matter to gueſs what Reign is meant. . Then going 
out of this , and as we walk along the Terras, 

ou may obſerve the great Advantage of low Walls :

The Eye, after ſurfeit- 
ing itſelf with the Feaſt here provided for it, by uſing a 
little Exerciſe in travelling about the Country, grows 
hungry again, and returns to the Entertainment with 
freſh Appetite, Beſides, there is nothing ſo diſtateful 
to the Eye as a confined Proſpect (where the Reaſona- 
bleneſs of it does not appear) ; eſpecially if a dead 
Wall, or any other ſuch diſagreeable Object, ſteps in be- 
tween. The Eye naturally loves Liberty, and when 
it is in queſt of Proſpects, will not reſt content with the 
moſt beautiful Diſpoſitions ef Art, confined within a 
narrow Compaſs ; but (as ſoon as the Novelty of Sights 
is over) will begin again to grow diſſatisfied, till the 
whole Limits of the Horizon be piven it to range 
through. The Eye is like a Bee. Plant as many 
Flowers as you will near it's Hive, yet ſtill the little In- 
ſect, will be diſcontented, unleſs it be allowed to wander 
o er the Country, and be its own Caterer. But we wilt 
continue our Walk: I look upon that Statue, called, 
The Gladiator, as one of the fineſt in the Werd: * 

| Wl 
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wiſh I had ſeen the Original; for the Poſture to me 
here always appears a little too much ſtrained, I can 
ſcarce throw myſelf into ſuch an Attitude. Yet it is 
fine, I muſt confeſs. You have the beſt View of it 
from hence : Moſt of the Engravings, I have met with, 
give us the back View; but, I think, the Statue ap- 
pears infinitely to the beſt Advantage, when taken in 
Front: The Air of the Head is delightful, and cannot 
be hid, without depriving the Figure of half its Life. 
But, to return to our Walk, juſt here in a neat Receſs, is 


The PEBBLE ALCOVE, 


IT is a little Grot, neatly adorned with Pebbles : 
His Lordſhip's Arms are curiouſly wrought upon the 
Back-wall with the ſame Materials, and diſplayed in 
different Colours, which has a very pretty and agreea- 
ble Effect. For, on the one Hand, the Engliſb cannot 
bear that tireſome Regularity of Parterries, nor that 
. e Number of Flowers, which often affect the 

ead, and incommade more than they pleaſe : To all 
this Form they prefer fine Graſs- plats, and ſpacious 
winding Lawns, with beautiful Alleys of Trees, large 
Pieces of Water, and wide Viſta's, {iverſified a thou- 
ſand Ways. On the other Side, as my Lord's Plan is 
not yet completed, perhaps he {till intends to have 
ſome Water-works: which are, doubtleſs, ſome of the 
fineſt Ornaments of a Garden; and, to his, would add 
the laſt Degree of Perfection. It is not Water that is 
wanting; for there is Plenty of it: And I queſtion whe- 
ther the Expence would retard the Work, ſince there 
is ſo great a Profuſion in every thing elſe ; a Profuſion, 
that favours more of a Sovereign, than of a Britiſh 
Peer, Now, as you walk along, you come to

Now, as theſe Parts of the Gardens are unfiniſhed, 
if we have the Pleaſure of your Company in this Coun- 
try next Year, you will ſee, 1 dare ſay, great Alterati- 
ons here; ſeveral of thoſe Objects you ſee before you, 
are to take new Forms upon them. A little higher,

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we have a good View into the Country from hence. 
You ſee the Caſtle, inhabited by a Farmer, with a 


= deal of- Land belonging to it; and at another 


iew you ſee the Keeper's Lodge at the Entrance into 
the Park. Thoſe Woods are extremely elegant in 


their Kind ; we muſt be contented with only beholding 


them at preſent : They ſeem, at this Diſtance, to be 
laid out in a very fine — and cut into very beau- 
tiful Ridings, which are Eight or Ten Miles round: 
Theſe are the noble Produstion of Art and Nature. I 
think every End is anſwered, when a Nation's Taſte 
is regulated, with regard to the moſt innocent, the moſt 
refined, and elegant of its Pleaſures. In all polite 
Countries, the Amuſements of the People were 3 
highly deſerving a Legiſlature's Inſpection. To eſta- 
bliſh a juſt Taſte in theſe, was eſteemed in ſome mea- 
ſure, as advancing the Succeſs of Virtue: And can it 
be conſidered, as a Work intirely of a private Nature, 
for a ſuperior Genius to exert itſelf in an Endeavour to 
fix a true Standard of Beauty in any of theſe allowed 
and uſeful Kinds of Pleaſures? In that of Gardening 
particularly, the Taſte of the Nation has long been ſo 
depraved, that I think we might be obliged to any one 
that would undertake to reform it: While a Taille for 
Painting, Muiic, Architecture, and other polite Arts, 
in ſome Meaſure, prevailed amongſt us, our Gardens, 
for the moſt part, were laid out in fo formal, aukward, 
and wretched a Manner, that they were really a Scan- 
dal to the Genius of the Nation: A Man of Taſte 
was ſhocked whenever he ſet his Foot into them. But 
S row, it is to be hoped, may work ſome Reformation. 
I would have our Country Squires flock hither two or 
three Times a Year, by way of Improvement ; and, 
after they have looked about e a little, return home 
with new Notions, and begin to ſee the Abſurdity of 
the ir clipped Yews, their Box- wood Borders, their 
flouriſhed Parterres, and their lofty Brick-walls. For 
ts me, I muſt own, there appears a very viſible Con- 
nexion between an improved Taſte for Pleaſure, and a 


Taſte for Virtue, When ! ſit raviſhed at an Oratorio, 
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or ſtand aſtoniſhed before the Cartoons, or enjoy myſelf 
in theſe happy Walks, I can feel my Mind expand it- 
ſelf, my Notions inlarges and my Heart better diſpoſed 
either for a religious I hought, or a benevolent Action. 
In a Word, I cannot help imagining a Taſte for theſe 
exalted Pleaſures contributes towards making me a bet- 
ter Man: Beſides, there is another Advantage in 
Wealth laid out in this elegant Manner, which is this : 
The Money ſpent in the Neighbourhood, by the Come 

any daily crouding hither, to ſatisfy their Curioſity. 

here is a Kind ot continual Fair; and I have heard 
ſeveral of the Inhabitants of Buckingham ſay, that it is 
one of the beſt Trades they have: Their Inns, their 
Shops, their Farms, and bles, all find their Ac- 
count in it : So that, in my Opinion, viewed in this 
Light only, ſuch Productions of Art may be conſidered 
as a very great Advantage to every Neighbourhood, 
that enjoys the lucky Situation of being placed near 
them. To this Advantage might be dd „the great 
Degree of Plraſure from hence derived daily to ſuch 
Numbers of People. A Place like this, is a kind of 
keeping open Houſe: There is a Repaſt at all Times 
ready for the Entertainment of Strangers. And ſure, 
if there is any Degree of Benevolence, you muſt think 
an uſeful End anſwered in thus affording an innocent 
Gratification to ſo many Fellow-Creatures., A Sunday 
Evening ſpent here, adds a new Reliſh to the Day of 
Reſt, and makes the Sabbath appear more cheartul ta 
the Labourer, after a toilſome Week. For my Part, I 
aſſure you, I have ſcarce experienced a greater Pleature, 
than have often felt, upon meeting a Variety of 
pleaſed Faces in theſe Walks. All Care and Uneaſi- 
neſs ſeem to be left behind at the Garden-Door, and 
People enter here fully reſolved to enjoy themſelves, 
and the ſeveral beautiful Objects round them. In one 
Part, a Face preſents itſelf marked with the Paſſion of 
gaping Wonder ; in another, you meet a Countenance 
bearing the Appearance of a more rational Pleaſure z 
and in a third, a Set of Features compoſed into ſerene 
Joy; whilſt the Man of Taſte is ſeen xaquining every 
| cauty 
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Beauty with a curious Eye, and diſcoverin his Appro- 
bation in a half-formed Smile. Io this I might ill 
add another Advantage of a public Nature, derived from 
theſe elegant Productions of Art and Nature ; and that 
is, their Nen to raiſe us in Opinion of Fo- 
reigners. If our Nation had nothing of this Kind to 
boaſt of, all our Neighbours would look upon us as 
a ſtupid taſteleſs Set of People, and not worth viſiting : 
So that, for the Credit of the Country, 1 think, ſome- 
thing of this Kind ought to be exhibited, amongſt us. 
Our public Virtues, it we have any, would not, I dare 
fay, to leſs Advantage, when recommended by 
theſe Fnnbellihments of Art. I decline mentioning 
ſeveral other Ornaments, with which this ſpacious 
Garden is embelliſhed z likewiſe ſeveral remarkable 
Statues. It is impoſſible for a Traveller, who has onl 
two or three Days to make fo many Drawings of eac 
particular Building, and to run through ſo great a Vari- 
ety of Beauties, not to let ſomething eſcape his Curioſi- 
, or to remember exactly all he has ſeen : but by the 
Flap of Drawing you may carry a great deal more 
away with you, than by Memory : Which is the Rea- 
fon why I thought this Work would be acceptable to 
the Public z which will undoubtedly refreſh their Me- 
in each Particular, and likewiſe give a more 
ſtrong Idea of the Whole : And, in Order to refreſh 
my own Memory, I have made uſe of ſome Deſcripti- 
ons already printed. I have now gone round, and given 
you a faint Deſcription, and ſome Sketches in Light 
and Shadow, of this unparallePd Chain of artificial and 
natural Beauty ; and, to make uſe of T'wo Lines, 
which will not be improper : 


Here Order in hy you ſee, 
Where all Things differ, yet where all agree. 


SUCH are the inchanting Gardens of STow : But I 
have made no mention as yet of the Houle. This is a 
handſome modern Structure, the Inſide not yet finiſhed. 
The Architecture i: [*aliar, and in a very elegant Taſte. 
The Houſe is large, and decorated with a Row of Pil- 
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lars in the Middle of the firſt Story, which you come up 
to by a noble Flight of Stone Steps : on each Side it is 
ſupported with two Pavillions ſomewhat lower, tho! 
on the ſame Front; and theſe by Two ſmaller Pavili- 
ons, placed in the ſame Manner, and adorned with Co- 
lumns ; which, in the whole Length, is Ninety odd 
Yards long; and forms a ſuperb Front, which takes in 
the whole 4 of the great Alley, and rather more 
by the inner Row of Arbail-Trees; which, if cut 
down, the Houſe would appear to greater Advantage. 
When you are in this Houſe, or rather Palace, aſeend- 
ing by a magnificent Stair-caſe | (finely painted 
by SLATER,) you enter ſome of the fineſt Rooms 
perhaps in Europe. I will not take up your Time 
with a Deſcription of the Apartments and Furniture of 
this coſtly Fabric: I ſhall be contented with informing 
ou, that every thing is in the modern and moſt ſupei 
Tate. _ Gilded Carvings, Glaſſes and Sconces, with 
out Number; fine wrought. Frames, well painted 
Cielings, Variety of Pictures, on all Subjects, by the 
ableſt Maſters; Marble Buſts, Statues, curious Chim- 
neys, elegant Tables, rich Hangings and fine Tapeſtry, 
ilded Furniture. There are {ome fine Bas-relievos ; 
t, in particular, there is one Piece of Alt- relief ſtruck 
me beyond every Thing: The Story is DARlus's 
Tent; and it is ſo charmingly told, that I have had, I 
can aſſure you, a meaner Opinion of Le Brun upon 
that Subject, ever fince I have ſeen it: The Compoſi- 
tion is ſo juſt, the Figures fo graceful and correct, the 
Paſſions fo ftriking, nay, the very * ſo free and 
eaſy, that I declare I was altogether aſtoniſhed at the 
Sight of it. | | | 
N ſhort, whatever can be imagined in the moſt 
agreeable and richeſt Taſte, is laviſhed, as it were, in 
this noble Building and Garden. 
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
